A response to the examiner's office action of 7/29/2003 was submitted by facsimile 
on November 25. 2003. in which applicant, per Examiner Shaken s 
recommendation, requested a continued examination. A request for an extension of 
one month in which to submit the response was also requested at that time. Attached 
is a copv of said response and a copy of the fax machine's "Send Confirmation 
Report"' which confirms that the facsimile was completed to the USPTO on 
November 25.2003. 

On March 19. 2004. a Notice of Abandonment was mailed from the Examiner. Upon 
its receipt applicant telephoned Examiner Shakeri who stated that he had never 
received the November 25.
